WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 — Re­ 
p ublican tax cutting p lans reached 
the decision stage today. 
Sp eak er M artin (R-Mass) called 
the house GOP steering committee 
to an afternoon session to shap e 
p arty p olicy on the red hot domes­ 
tic issue. 
/ 
There was every advance indica­ 
tion the committee would: 
1. Ignore the urging of Bernard 
M. Baruch to p ut off tax cutting 
for two years. 
2. Reject flatly President Tru­ 
m an’s request for a $40 “cost of liv­ 
ing” tax cut for everyone with an 
offsetting revival of the war-time 
excess p rofits levy on corp orations. 
3. Throw its weight instead be­ 
hind a trimmed down version of the 
Knutson bill. 
Knutson Will Force Bill 
Chairman Knutson (R-Minn) of 
the tax-writing ways and means 
committee told newsmen he would 
carry Into the meeting a demand 
that his $5,600,000,000 bill be adop t­ 
ed as the GOP tax slashing goal 
for 19 48. 
But high Rep ublicans who would 
not allow the use of their names 
p redicted the Knutson p lan would 
be trimmed down—p ossibly to an 
overall cut of $4,000,000,000 — with 
chief emp hasis on lower rates for 
taxp ayers In the low brack ets. 
Baruch's tax views were given 
yesterday to the senate foreign re­ 
lations 
committee 
In 
connection 
with the elder statesm an’s sup p ort 
of the Eur op ean Recovery Program. 
The adviser to Presidents sug­ 
gested all tax cuts be p ostp oned for 
States two years ar.d a modified form of 
the war time excess p rofits taxes 
on corp orations be restored. 
After two years, Baruch said, “a 
five year orderly reduction of p er­ 
sonal and corp orate taxes, combin­ 
ed with the systematic, substantial 
lowering of the 
nation’s 
debt,” 
would be in order. 
As Baruch addressed the senate 
committee, Secretary of Commerce 
Harriman hack ed up President Tru­ 
man's tax p lan before the house 
ways and means committee, which 
recessed today so its GOP members 
could attend the steering committee 
session. 
Op p osition to any “material re­ 
duction” in income ta^es now came 
also from the American farm bur­ 
eau federation. In a statem ent filed 
with the ways and means commit­ 
tee, the federation said farmers "are 
willing to forego a temp orary gain 
with the hop e of obtaining 
the 
long-time objective of greater sta­ 
bility in p rices and in our domes­ 
tic economy."

AKRON, Jan. 20-Student fact­ 
finders who assailed the Univer­ 
sity of Ak ron’s athletic p rogram 
last week will air their views tonight 
over Station ,WHKK following an 
exp ression by the school’s p resident 
of "comp lete confidence” in athletic 
p olicy and p ersonnel. 
President Hezzleton E. Simmons, 
answering a book let of criticism 
from 
the 
student 
investigators, 
said: 
"I have comp lete confidence in 
this p olicy and in the p ersonnel 
and ability of our athletic com­ 
mittee of the faculty to administer 
this p olicy.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 — John 
Foster Dulies, Rep ublican foreign 
affairs exp ert and a U. S. delegate 
to the United Nations, today de­ 
scribed the adm inistrations p ro­ 
p osed Europ ean Recovery Plan as 
a “step towards p eace” and said the 
United States ¿‘cannot long survive 
as a mere citadel of self-indulging 
p rivilege, surrounded by massed hu­ 
m an misery.” 
Ap p ears In Committee 
Ap p earing before the senate for­ 
eign relations committee, which is 
holding hearings on the Marshall 
p lan for aid to 18 Western Euro­ 
p ean nations, Dulles said that the 
‘free states of Europ e” are "in a 
state of convalescence ’’from war- 
infiicted wounds and that “Soviet 
leaders are trying, but every art 
snort of new war, to assure that 
those wounds will p rove mortal.’ 
Such an effort by Soviet leaders, 
Dulies declared in a p rep ared state­ 
ment, “will p robably succeed unless 
the United States does something 
to help these convalescent countries 
regam their health.” He added that' 
the p rogram offered by Secretary 
of State Marshall “Is designed for 
that.” 
Dulles sgid it would be a “fool's 
p aradise,” If the United States did 
‘ not mak e honest, substantial ef­ 
forts to help others to lift themsel­ 
ves out of the morass into which 
they have fallen.” He called sufch 
an aid p rogram by this nation “en­ 
lightened self-interest.” 
Answering those who would re­ 
duce the nearly $7,000,000,000 which 
it is p rop osed that 
the 
United 
States sp end in the initial p hases 
of the aid p rogram, Dulles said: 
“I am confident that if in the 
name of economy the Europ ean Re­ 
covery Program is abandoned, or 
made inadequate, that will involve 
our nation in future costs far great­ 
er than any p resent saving.” 
He said Soviet leaders 
‘believe 
that, in Europ e, free institutions 
are tottering, and that if they are 
given a few well-timed p ushes, they 
will fall. 
The Communist p arty 
stands ready, able and willing to 
deliver those blows.” 
Dulles 
said 
Europ e's 
“p olitical 
disunity Is causing economic havoc” 
and urged “some sort of a customs 
and monetary union between all, 
or group s, of the Western Europ ean 
states, including Germany.”

There seems little doubt that the 
d ty fathers will ok ay the p urchase 
by a resolution, instructing Safety 
Director C. E. Phillip s to buy the 
meters.

Bui Did Ii Wo rk? 
Rival candidates for <he Re pub lican presidential 
nomination, already in quiet competition for pub lic 
favor, soon will b e gunning openly for one another. 
It will b e a miracle If they don’t tear the party apart 
as ironic preparation for asking It to work together 
after the nominating convention next summer. 
The evil of the primary system at lower levels can­ 
not b e b arred at the presidential level of politics. What 
b egan as a reform In b oased politics after the Civil 
war now has b ecome In Itself a likely field for re­ 
formers. The b oss system, b ad as It was, at least had 
the merit of keeping the responsib ility for a party's 
candidates in the hands of the people who were ex­ 
pected to b ear responsib ility; 1. e.. the party managers 
and workers. 
While nominees for the presidency may b e and of­ 
ten are chosen without regard to the delegates lined 
up b y the states b efore the party conventions, the fact 
they are expected to seek delegates exposes them to 
the temptation to b elittle and resist one another. They 
thus b ecome the vlctinis of the same kind of Inter­ 
necine warfare that has weakened party government 
at local and state levels. 
The primary system and the kind of thinking that 
goes with It may have made seme Just after the Civil 
war. it is a question whether the results make sense 
BO years later.

Ba ruch Ha s A Pla n 
When Bernard M, Baruch has a plan for doing 
something, the plan is news. It won't b e adopted, b ut 
when it’s too late to do anything ab out it the plan 
will b e exhumed and someone will say, “Well, Baruch 
was right after all.” He has b ecome the nation’s fore­ 
most dispenser of b itter pills to swallow. 
He calls his newest Man a program for waging 
peace. He wants to roll b ack prices and keep them 
there. He wants to freeze wages, stop profiteering, 
keep taxes where they are, stab ilize tariffs for three 
years, put some sense Into European currencies and 
tackle the prob lems of peace realistically. 
He has sub mitted his plan white testifying In favor 
[of the Marshall plan b ecause he Is convinced It will 
take more than an outpouring of dollars to make the 
plan work. Ht thinks there must b e a comprehensive 
economic mob ilization within the United States—a sta­ 
b ilization of our own economy in connection with at­ 
tempts to stab ilize the economies of the 18 nations 
eligib le for help under the Marshall plan. 
In 1941, Mr. Baruch said st a time when no one 
wanted to listen that piecemeal price control wouldn’t 
work as well as a b lanket celling on prices and wages. 
In 1942, he advocated a rub b er conservation program, 
one of the few proposals he ever made that was acted 
on favorab ly. (The United Btates was b adly scared 
» fter Pearl Harb or.) Ih 1944 rememb ering what hap­ 
pened after World war I, he proposed national eon* 
trol of reconversion, with price connote extended un­ 
til production caught up with demand. In master plan 
for handling atomic b omb s and warned against hasty 
disarmament. In 1947, recalling the fiasco of mob il­ 
ization for World war I, he said he had tried to avert 
it b y a master plan of mob ilization for World war II, 
b ut his plan was disregarded, with results that are 
now history. 
Mr. Baruch's stab llt£ £ tion Man will not b e adopted. 
It Is a rational approach to a prob lem that is easier 
to approach emotionally. But when the emotional ap­ 
proach has proved disappointing, someone will re­ 
memb er that rfamey Baruch had a b etter idea that 
wasn't adopted. He nearly always1 has had a b etter 
idea.

TO those b eset with them, there 
are no minor foot troub les. And it 
is perfectly true that painful, ach­ 
ing feet are the cause of a vast 
amount of suffering and discomfort, 
even though the conditions which 
•rdinarlly cause them are not scri­ 
ms. 
One of the frequent causes of foot 
liacomfort Is Ingrown toenails. In 
nany Instances, this condition can 
re relieved merely b y the wearing 
>f shoes and stockings which fit 
properly, b ut « ice the nail has b e- 
c ne ingrown #ome future treat­ 
ment is usually necessary. 
One 
vhiih has b een suggsstedd Is a fol­ 
lows: 
Sliver Nitrate 
A cm "11 piece of silver nitrate 
.tick 1# placed In the crack b etween 
the nail and the skin and Is left 
there for from ten to fifteen mln- 
itei; then a solution of gentian vio- 
et Is dropped over the area. The 
nixture of these two drugs form# 
i coating which protects the painful 
tnd tender skin. 
No dressing 
is 
necessary. 
This treatment is rather rugged, 
not too successful and must b e car­ 
ried out b y a physician. 
Placing a small piece of cotton 
under the nail also may help relieve 
the Inflammation oi the toe. The 
edge of the nail, which is pressing 
Ifito the tissues, mut b e kept raised 
until the nail has grown out suffi­ 
ciently. When these measures do 
not b ring relief, an operation Is 
usually required. 
The most important measures, 
in the prevention of ingrown toe­ 
nail are to wear properly fitting 
shoes and to 
trim 
the 
toenails 
straight across when they get long 
and require cutting or trimming. 
Between Toes 
Another annoying foot troub le is 
?oft corns b etween the toes. These, 
too, may b e eliminated b y wearing 
properly fitting shore and stockings. 
Sometimes there la a overgrowth 


of b one at the b ase of these corns. 
In such cases, the b one must b e 
cut away In order permanently to 
eliminate the corn. The use of stiver 
nitrate on the corn may b e helpful 
ill some Instances. 
Hard corns, also, may b e relieved 
b y wearing the proper shoes. The 
cora* may b e cut away b y a physi­ 
cian and the foot soaked in hot 
water to relieve pain and Inflam­ 
mation. As a general rule, hard 
corns are easily removed. 
Calluses Develop 
Calluses often develdp under the 
heads of 
the 
metatarsal 
b ones. 
These are the b ones just b ehind 
the toes. Such calluses, also, may b e 
relieved b y cutting them away. The 
edges are often rub b ed with e n d ­ 
paper. 
A support, worn within the shoe, 
or a b ar of leather across the sole 
on the outside of the shoe, may 
tend to decrease the pressure on this 


area of the foot and keep further 
calluses from developing. 
For b unions, a numb er of meas­ 
ures may b e employed, although op­ 
eration is required in many 
in- 
i strncre. 
Wide shore, with openings over 
I the b union, will serve to relieve 
the pressure and get rid of the pain, 


j A b ar on the outside of the sole 
of the shoe may also b e of b enefit. 
Of course, none of these mild foot 
! troub les should b e neglected, and 
most of them can b e prevented b y 
wearing the prcper shoes and stock­ 
ings.

Reduce Ro y al Status 
All this resulted from policies of 
the Allied occupation designed to 
strip the Imperial court of special 
privileges. 
Only the Emperor and his imme­ 
diate family, of the formerly ex­ 
tensive Japanese royalty, retain that 
status. 
Hirohito and his descendants do 
retain 
unusual 
security 
on 
the 
throne, so far as the Japanese peo­ 
ple are concerned. No political lead­ 
er of any consequence yet dares to 
advocate ab olition of the Emperor 
system. It will continue, unless the 
Allies force its elimination. 
It is also unlikely that the Em­ 
peror ever will ’feel any real finan­ 
cial pinch. His sub jects are not likely 
to tighten the purse strings further, 
of their own volition. 
Even today, volunteers are b ooked 
through next fall for the "oppor­ 
tunity” to rake leaves and clean the 
palace grounds here—at a conse­ 
quent 
saving 
to 
the 
Emperor’s 
purse. 
Hirohito’s 
n um e r o us

throughout Japan, incidentally, are 
also no drain on his funds; they are 
financed b y local governments. The 
local 
governments also maintain 
some of his villas, including one In 
Kyoto which has b een kept in top 
condition for years without ever re­ 
ceiving an Imperial visit. 
And when the Allies depart, the 
Emperor may get b ack his private 
train and some additional automo- 
ib les.

Aside from cutting down the war­ 
time Navy to peacetime size, scrap­ 
ping, selling and turning over sur­ 
plus ships to other countries, the 
Navy has another limiting factor— 
manpower. 
The Navy recently had four b at­ 
tleships in operation, b ut for lack 
of manpower two were tucked away 
this month with 2,400 other ships 
and some 3,500 planes in the “moth­ 
b all” fleet. 
Except for the 15-shlp Mediter­ 
ranean fleet which recently got 1.000 
more Marines, the rest of the float­ 
ing Navy is from 15 to 20 per cent 
undermanned. 
The two b attleships are the Iowa, 
in the Pacific, and the Missouri, in 
the Atlantic. The aircraft carrier, 
the 45,000-ton Midway, is planted in 
the Mediterranean. It has 100 planes. 
The Midway’s sister ship, the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, is now b eing 
overhauled in New York. 
And the 
Coral Sea, last of the trio of that 
class to b e b uilt, is ab out ready for 
shakedown cruise. But whether 
there will b e enough men to man it 
remains to b e seen. 
The Navy also has five lighter 
aircraft carriers in the Atlantic and 
six in the Pacific. 
Navy manpower Is now ab out one 
tenth of wartime strength. Enlisted 
strength is now 362,000 and a drop 
to 320,000 as expected b y June

ro wine and mixed beverages, $i,- 
767 433. 
That totals $21,166,000 — and re­ 
member, that's the stamp tax alone. 
Add to that the $8,478,823 col­ 
lected in gallonage taxes on the more 
potent spirits and the $6,872,788 paid 
for licenses. Then tack on some

the liquor monopoly, although that 
figure hasn’t yet been tallied. You 
will get the 53 millions, with a few 
bucks left over. 
As to profit, there seems to be 
some argument. State Auditor Jo­ 
seph T. Ferguson—who happens to 
be a Democrat—insists that it’s just 
an even 10 million dollars, because 
that’s all the liquor departm ent 
turned In. 
But Liquor Director Dale Dunifon 
-who Just happens to be a Repub­ 
lican — reports that profits 
had 
reached $14,579,254 by the end of 
November, with December, boosted 
by Christmas buying, st,iU to be 
figured. 
How much December will provide 
probably won't be k nown accurately 
for another two week s. But Decem­ 
ber of 1946 produced a net tak e of 
$2,183,668, and it’s reasonable to 
suppose that December of 19 47 will 
produce a lik e amount. 
The cost of liquor sold for the 
year ended December 1—a full 12 
months period but not the calendar 
year 1947—totaled $106,275,337, while 
operating expenses for the same 
period were $3,543,007. 
Ohio’s tak e probably was increased 
by quite a bit also by the three per 
cent sales tax collected on every 
drink of wine and whisk y sold over 
a bar. However, the exact amount 
actually tak en ln in this fashion 
cannot be k nown, since bars are in­ 
cluded In the same saleé tax classi­ 
fication as other restaurants.

Postmaster A. E, Beardmore today 
warned the public of a renewal of 
chain letter schemes. 
One scheme involves the sending 
of merchandise such as aprons, 
towels, wash cloths to the person 
whose name appears on the top of 
the list. 
Another

ent is the hand to hand exchange 
of a list of names with the sum of 
money which is to be sent to the 
person at the top of the list sent
